Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed towards a method and system for conducting 
Volume-Weighted Average Price auctions. Independent claims 1, 26, 51 and 88 each 
teach the novel features of receiving VWAP orders comprising offers to buy and sell an 
item at the VWAP price offset by a price increment and subsequently determining the 
VWAP price based at least in part on both the VWAP orders (orders for the item that 
have been matched, but not vet filled) and external orders that are not the VWAP 
orders. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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The following reference has been identified as the most relevant prior art to the 
claimed invention(s). The prior art generally relates VWAP pricing schemes in auctions. 
Li et al. (US 20020194107) discloses systems and methods for trading financial assets 
using a volume weighted average price. Li et al. does not anticipate nor render obvious
